When  Henry  George  ran  f<  r  Mayor 
of  New  York  City  Du  one  supported 
him  more  heartily  than  Father  Ed 
ward  McGlynn.  That  ja-ieat  ha*  been 
called  “  tlie  m>»t  popular  *'  of  all  hrn 
Oo  religionists  with  all  clan****  of  the 
metropolis.  But  alien  the  election 
w ah-  over  Archbishop  0>rrigan  was 
found  to  have  “inhibited’  thu»  popo- 
lar  {Mist or,  and  tlie  Pope,  moreover, 
had  summoned  him  to  Home. 

I)r.  McGlynn  bofted  to  the  Arch 
bishop's  authority  and  closes  1  his  lips 
in  his  church.  He*  is  wot  repute*  l  to 
have  said  or  thrtie  anything  which  sa¬ 
vors  of  »hsol salience,  sillli  uuetv,  or 
e* ban oe  of  religious  belief.  But^  while 
he  has  n**t  rebelled  in  New  York  he 
has  certainly  n<U  gone  to  liotue  to  ex 
plain  or  defend  himself  before  P»|>e 
Leo  XIII.  Ami  in  the  first  two  num¬ 
bers  of  77*«  .sbimlu  J,  Mr.  Heury 
George  has  espoused  his  csiuse  with, 
great  warmth,  an* l  charged  that  .Arch 
hi.sh<xp  Corrigan,  devoted  to  the*  tenets 
of  Tammany  Hall,  has  merely  used 
Father  McOlynu’s  ]«olitical  defection 
as  a  fulcrum  for  the  le*ver  of  «*ccleai- 
•ustical  tyranny. 

The "American  Citizen  thus  la-holds 
a  sharp  issue  made  in  reference  to 
]>eraoiuil  and  private  rights  when  they 
conflict  w  ith  a  religious  system.  It  is 
the  System  against  the  Man  :  it  is  the 
Priest  as  tlie  antithesis  of  t)ie  Citizen.

,  Mr.  George’s  friendship  wise  friend¬ 
ship?  Dot-s  the  priest  leap  to  stand 
alone— jjtie  man  posited  against  an 
organized  power,  w  hose  will  is  capable 
of  being  uttered  or  energized  through 
many  a  pliant  unnoticed’ social  fila  * 
uieut  ?  Has  he  refreshed  his  memory 
of  historical  events  by  aid  of  the  lurid 
torchlight  of  Eugene  Sue,  or  the  ana¬ 
lytic  intellectual  flAme  of  Wilkie  Col¬ 
lins  ?  In  a  word  are  we  to  have  Luther- 
over  again,  or  will  Father  McGlynn

And  it  may  be  that  the  next 
spectre  Mr.  George  will  evoke  from 
that  Phantom-Cave  where  he  keeps 
his  ghosts  will  not  be  Land  Right*  but 
the  shadow  of  Loyola  :  and  not  Tene¬ 
ment  Houses  but  Turquemoda.
